workings of the Mizpah ledge of the 
Tonopah, Montana-Tonopah and Bel- 
mont-1'onopah mines. The second lot 
will comprise larger pieces and.with 
those just received be used to build a 
pyramid of Tonopah ores contemplat- 
ed by Secretary Ingalls of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 


The specimens from 
the Mizpah 


ledge are from the' 600 foot level and 
many specimens are horn Silver that 
will assay over over $5,000 per ton, 
and the ledge is as strong as In the 
100 or 200 foot levels, if any change the 
•values are better. 


The Belmont 
specimens 
hold the 


same characteristics as when the rich 
ore of this mine was first struck,' the 
ores from the Belmont-Tonopah are 
from the 700 foot level and show ruby 
and horn and occasionally native sil- 
ver, assaying $150 gold and 600 ounces 
in silver. 


There are several hundred pounds ot 


specimens from the Montana-Tonopah 
mine, which, with the others just men 
tioned, hav-e drawn crowds of mining 
men as visitors. These large pieces are 
very fine ribbon quartz and show horn, 
ruby and native silver.

X ilri the financial [straits that the city 
government has been placed there are 
feiit two methods of' egress. One is by 
atitoond issue:; There'is considerable' 
talk on the streets against 
such a 


method'of'raising funds; If all the citr 
izens of'Keno were to vote on the ques- 
tion there is no doubt but that such a 
measure"-would pass'by a two to. one 
vote,1 but when an important matter 
comes up for.va decision :by the. voters 
of'this city they remain at home-. The 
school elections held in recent years 
are evidence of this. fact.

not one-tenth of the citizens who favor 
such a plan would go to the polls and 
express their opinion. .

of the plan.' They would be there to a 
man and every 
influence 
would be 


brought to bear to defeat the Issue. 


This places .the city council in a pe- 


culiar position. They know what they 
are up 'against' and' hesitate 'to call the, 
special election despite. the fact that 
the city was plunged $8,000 in debt this 
year , before the reins of power were 
transferred. 


There is another way out of the di- 


lemma and the council seem disposed 
to accept it. The plan is to tax all 
houses of ill fame as provided for by 
state law. This will not require a city 
election. An ordinance willjbe all that 
is necessary. 


Reno, has at present about 
sixty 


places of this sort and the income de- 
rived from the taxation proposed would 
go at long way toward providing mu- 
nicipal revenues.

taken a bond upon the, old Alps mine, 
a short distance east of Pioche.

The mining outlook at Delamar was, 


never brighter. Bamborgej-'s Delamar 
company, which took over all the hold- 
ings of Captain Delamar there and se- 
cured a number of other claims, has 
just completed a new mill which has a 
working capacity of 500 tons per day 
and is the largest gold mill in the 
state.

a new mill installed and a force of 
forty-five men is'being employed. The 
mill is running steadily on' gold ore 
some of which runs as high as $600 
a ton, and the output monthly .is far 
above the expenses,_ leaving a very, 
handsome dividend. 
, The Hearst estate of California,, is 
also working a number of claima there 
and parties are negotiating for the 
old Campbell lead 
properties, which 


were always held at $200,000. 


The banner gold camp of the county, 


-most likely of the state, is Searchlight, 
situated-in the extreme southeastern 
portion of the county. There are five 
ten stamp mills at work in the camp

C ANADIAN ^writing to the ' San Franciaco Bulletin 
takes "tfssue with the prevailing American idea that 


Canada la destined to become a part of the United States, 
and he argues at some length in support of his position. 
He says that Canada is lojal to British ideals the same as 
Americans are to, their own principles and policies, and 
further that there is ample room for the two countries to 
grow in civilization and material wealth on parallel lines. 


Our Canadian friends who take this view manifest more 


loyalty to the British government that they do logic. It 
is not true that Canadians as a body have the same feeling 
toward Great Britain that Amer loans have toward the gov- 
ernment of the United States There Is, in fact, a consid- 
erable1 Canadian sentiment which favors annexation to this 
country 


Moreover, it remains to be seen whether any large por- 


tion of the Canadian population is willing to make heavy 
sacrifices for the so-called "mother country." In the South 
African war a few men were furnished toy Canada to the 
British army, but these weie volunteers, pure anad sim- 
ple, 
and the country was put to no strain whatever.

business went on just the same as if there had been no 
war in progress anywhere

But how would It be in the event of war between the 


United States and Great Britain' Of course we all hope 
that no such calamity will come, but we must recognize 
the possibility, and even the probability at some time. 
In such case, Canada would cprtainfy be the main battle- 
field. There American armies numbering, perhaps, mil- 
lins of men would be concentrated. Whatever forces the 
British and Canadians could muster would be there too. 
Theee armies would march and countermarch, great bat- 
tles would be fought, the whole face <*f the country would 
be devastated, and saying nothing of the destruction of 
human life, Canada would lose more In the ruin of prop- 
erty than Great Britain would expend for the support of her 
army and navy 
Would Canada's love for England en- 


dure such a strain' It is more than doubtful. Intelligent 
Canadians would see at a glance that as a part of the Uni- 
ted States such a condition would be impossible 
They 


would begin to inquire, as many have alieady done, "of 
what advantage is it to us to be a portion of the British 
empire7" 


Annexation to this country, by which of course is meant 


voluntary union, would not mean the loss of a single sub- 
stantial right to Canadians It would mean that they had 
become part and parcel of a larger and stronger nation, re- 
taining everything really good which they now possess,
